The Waterworks Conspiracy.

Elght yoeurs ago lnst wiplor the city wis
agitated over Lthe projoct to construct watar
works for Omnha through private cipital
The first proposition came from Mr, Wiley,
who promisad v constraoy witer works with
o sapply reservole and dt least sixtoen  miles
of water mains w200 fire hydracts if a
franchise was granted him Tor twonty years,
Ho was followeld o fow weeks  [ater by Dr
James | Cushing, agent of the Holly Wataer
Yorks coampany,. t ushing's proposition wis
for direet pressurs without supply reservolrs
and contempluted o system of  wator  malns
which woulil scarcely be nmple for o city of

0,000, and wonld have been utterly woirth-
1eas for thie Omahn of to<dny. Cushing sct-
tied down in the Withnell house, then

the principal hotel and deliberately sot ou
foot i plun to foist the Holly works on the
clty by boodling the council,  His Hrst step
was Lo organize an exeursion to Burlington,
In,, for members of the council and  the fire
chiof. By ws liboral supply of ochampugne
and free whiskey and  promises of hoodle
several councilmen who werd opposed to tho
Holly whoen they startod came back con-
verted to the schemo, A few days Iater the
conncil passed an ordinance giviog the Holly
company nn exclusive franchise for twenty
gears ot thele own figures.  This brought on
& storin of upposition from leading  taxpiay-
ors. The orlinancs was vetood by the
mayor and passid  over  his  veto.
Thon boyran the liistoric contest
aguinst  the Holly  Jobbers which kept
this city in turmoil for cight months,  After
two or three lnjunctions wore applicd for
and secured by leading taxpayers, including
William A, Paxton, James E, Boyd, M,
Hellmun, Milton logers and K. Kosowater,
who expende | over 2,000 10 attorney's  and
court expenses in tighting dowa this job,
When Judge Savage had decresd that no ox-
clusive feanchiso could be granted to any
waterworks company, a new ordinanee was
passeil by the jobbyrs, which was defeated
only by the voun of ex-Mayor Chase. Finally,
aler o most exciting struggle, during which
the couneil bondlers were soveral times on
the point  of  heing Iynehed by
mobs, Dr.  Cushing  hod been ar-
rested  for attemps to bribe councilmen,
and other nenionts, the water works deal
flaally culmicated st the polis. Threo or
four duys befere the eity election the Holly
compuny lunded several miles of pipe, com-
mencod digzing o hole back of Hanscomb
Parvk, nnd «everal hundred mon wers put on
the puy roll for effect on the election, The
counetil 4t that that time consisted of twelve
members, Hight of these, with Isaae S.
Hascull at the howd and  Joseph Redman at
the tiil und Burney Shannon in the naddle,
were known as the Holly gang, while Lovi
Kennarvd, Jim Stephenson and two other
members opposed the job,  When election
day came the Holly foreos were marshaled
for the re-election of their gang but the tax
paying citizens  rallied  agninst them in
evary ward and they wore defeated,
After their Waterloo Dr. Cushing evacuated
the battle ground and the Holly peoplo
pleked up tho water pipes which they had
distrivuted before eloction. Among the
trophies that fell into the hauds of Tne Ber
was Dr. Cushing's lotter book, which proved
arevelation as to the boodling  methods of
this oy-tongued solicitor. In view of the
faot that Joseph Redmun s again o candi-
date for the city council, the following lot-
ters ond exteucts from Cushing's corre-
spondence may be of intervest.

The signal defeat and rout of the Holly
cohorts was followed by the passage of an
ordinance inviting competition in building
the waterworks., L8 computed on the most
moderate estiionte thoat the taxopyors of
Omaha  have saved half amillion dollnes by
blooking Dr. Clushing's schome.

1.—|Special to
Tne Hewl—Roev. Alpha Wright, post chap-
iain United States army (reticed), who died
at his home in this eity yestorday morning,
has been afflicted with kidooy troublo for
many  yeurs, and that, with colnplications
and advaneing yoars, brought on his demise,
When the news was circulated deep sorrow
was manifost, as he was a very populne citi-
zrn here, and much admired by all who had
the honor of his asquuintanve.

Lo then labwored in the M. 15 church in the
states of New York, Penusylvania, Olhio,
Wisconsin and Missourd, from 1830 1o [364,
when  he  was  appointed  chaplam  of
the Lwenty fifth Missouri volunteers infun-
try. e was statlioned at St Louis, Mo,
on tho staff of Genoral FBwing, and had
charge of tho refusoes und contrabunds for
the department of Missouri, seeving till the
war closnd, December 11, 186, he waa -
poiated chaplain in the United States army
wos statioved ot Fort Laviowie, Wyo., four
years, and at Fort 1ussell, Wyn,, two yones,
In 1572 he was appointed chaplain at Fort
Omuha, remaining io that position until re-
Heved at his own rogquest, October 8, 1870, In
180 Chaplain Wright purchased lund st
Pluttamouth, built on it in the summer of
1867 anld woved his family hore. He unitied
with the Presbytorinn ehureh, and sinee No.

to sabisfy ita oblieation.  Itis aqually mani-
feat that, should an  adgjustment not be
effected, the government will ba compelled
Lo tulee possession of the rosd and to operate
it, oresult so full of dangers, embarriss-
ments und difilealvies that it should not be
allowed to enter lnto diseussion exeept as a
lust nod unavoidable solution of & problem
not otherwise to be solved,
